Illinois will not be likely to receive more 
than one Chairmansnip, which will go to 
Springer. He would be entitled to it no mat- 
ter who was Speaker, but his wishes will re- 
ceive more consideration at the bands of Crisp 
than they would have received from Mills. In 
the end it will probably come out that Mr. 
Springer will be Chairman of the World’s 
Fair committee. This is looked upon as sim- 
ple justice to Illinois. 

The Prairie State members who tried to elect 
Mills have little to look for now. Wike, Forman, 
Fithian, Williams, and some others may be 
able to keep their old places, but they won’t 
be put in the line of promotion. The new 
members—Owen Scoft, Cable, and New- 
berry—who madethe wrong play at the wrong 
time, will probably be heard from at the tail 
end of committees hke Ventilation and 
Acoustics. Durborow and McGann may se- 
cure positions on Naval Affairs and Com- 
merce, respectively, both very good commit- 
tees. Gen. Busey may be put on Pensions or 
Banking and Currency, while Lew Steward 
may land on Territories or Public Lands, 
with Col. Snow a possibility for the Commit- 
tee on Education. 


FREE SILVER WILL BE HEARD FROM. 


Already Members Have Bills Which They 
Will Introdace on an Opportunity. 
Wasuinetros, D. C., Dec. 8.—[Special. ]— 
Free coinage will pour in on both branches of 
Congress almost as freely as tariff measures. 
Mr. Bland’ has a bill ready which be says is 
simpler than the free coinage legislation he 


‘has proposed in past Congresses. He has 


carefully drawn it up so as to be free from all 
ambiguity of expression. In substance, ié 
simply directs the mints of the United States 
to be opened to the coinage of silver without 
limit or qualification. Senator Teller is ready 
to put in his bill of last year providing for a 
change in the ratio, so that the United States 
will have the same ratio as European coun- 
tries. He does not expect this to pass, but 
may offer it in a spirit of compro:nise, Sen- 
ator Stewart does not believe in compromises. 
He will introduce. an outright free silver meas- 
ure. Other suggestions in the shape of bills 
will be to limit the coinage to thé product of 
the American mines, while it is known that at 
least two aunti-silver Congressmen have bills 
in their pockets for the repeal of the present 
law which requires the purchase of 4,500,000 
ounces per month. 

Sherman Hoar of Massachusetts, when 
asked why he did not vote for Speaker on 
roll-call to-day, said: 

Last fall, in an interview which I had 
during our campaign in Massachusetts, I 
stated that in the coming contest for the 
Speäkership I would vote for no candidate 
who would not promise to use his influence, if 
elected Speaker, against the consideration of 
bad financial legislation and the extension of 
silver coinage. When Mr. Crisp became the 
candidate of the party I sent to him and asked 
him to give me this promise, which he de- 
clined to do. There was then nothing left for 
me to do but to refrain from voting for him. 
Having gone into the caucus I did not care to 


vote for any one else but its nomunee, but I 


could not vote for him and keep my word. In 
my judgment, however, he will do exactly 
what he refused to promise to do—namely: 
Use his influence as Speaker against the con- 
sideration of measures looking to the exten- 
sion of the free coinage of silver. I feel fairly 
sure that such will be his action, but as 1 
could not get his promise, he could not get 
my vote.“ 

Representative Williams of Massachusetts, 
when asked the same question, answered: 

did not vote on the roll-call for Speaker 
for the sole reason that I could not do so and 
keep faith with the people of Massachusetts. 
In the last campaign I took the position dis- 
tinctly that I would not support any man for 
the Speakership who did not express himself 
in favor of the suppression of free-coinage 
legislation in this Congress. Mr. Crisp bas 
not so expressed himself, though opportunity 
has been given him to do so; he remains si- 
lent on the question, as he has a right to do. 
It is plain that promises to the people on 
which votes are sought are a preliminary obli- 
gation, The caucus can find no fault that I 
refused to cast my vote. If there is any such 
caucus law as that I shall keep out of cau- 
cuses hereafter.” 


THERE ARE NOT ENOUGH PLACES, 


Both Democratic and Republican Senate 
Cancus Committees in Trouble. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Dec. 8.—[Special. ]— 
Both Democrat and Republican Senate caucus 
committees are having a world of trouble. 
Too many Senators and too few committee 
pegs. That is what the old ones who are well 
fixed say, but the new Senators think if there 
was not so much selfishness on the part of 
their elder colleagues everything could be ar- 
ranged. The Democratic caucus this morn- 
ing named its committee to fix up the minor- 
ity representation. It has been settled that 
the vacancy on the World’s Fair committee, 
caused by the retirement of Senator Eustis, 
will be filled by a Western Democratic Sen- 
ator. Not much has been said on the sub- 
ject yet, but the idea is that Senator 
Palmer of Illinois ought to go on 
this committee. It is conceded that 
Illinois should have a representative, which 
will be an important one in view of tho legis- 
lation expected, Gen. Palmer has not given 
much attention to the matter, but should the 
sentiment in Chicago and Illinois generally 
call for him to take the place his party asso- 
ciates would undoubtedly ask that it be given 
him. Senator Vilas of Wisconsin has also 
been mentioned for a place on the Fair com- 
mittee. Senator Cullom is Chairman of thc 
Republican committee which makes the as- 
signments. He has been kept busy all day 
plavating the Senators from the new Western 
States, whose only representative is Carey of 
Wyoming. But as Plumb, Teller, and Sawyer 
are also members there seems no danger of 
the Western Senators not getting proper con- 
sideration whether ety come from new or old 
States. 2

On taking it he said: 

Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 
For the great honor you have conferred ubon me 
I return my heartfelt thanks. I shall endeavor 
to discharge the office of Speaker with courtesy, 
with firmness, and with absolute impartiality. 
Let us unite in the hope that our labors here may 
result in the advancement of prosperity, the 
honor and glory of our beloyed country. I am 
now ready to take the oath of office. 

The oath of office having been administered 
by Mr. Holman of Indiana, the Rev. Mr. 
Milburn, the blind chaplain of the preceding 
House, upon request of Speaker Crisp, offered 
prayer. 

The work of swearing in the members of the 
Fifty-second Congress then began, the oath of 
office bemg administered by Speaker Crisp. 
The roll of States was called in alpha- 
betical order and as may members 
sworn in at a time as could form 
in a halt cirele in front of the 
Clerk’s desk. The oath of office was read by 


the Speaker. to the members, who stood with 


upraised right hands, and signifiea their ac- 
ceptance of it by an affirmative inclination of 
the head. The last’ member to be sworn in 
was Mr. O'Neill of Missouri, who svood alone 
in the area. 

Mr. Holman then offered a resolution for 
the appointment of Mr. Kerr for Clerk, Mr. 
Yoder for Sergeant-at-Arms, Mr. Turner for 
Doorkeeper, and Mr. Dalton for Postmaster. 

Mr. Henderson of Illinois offered as a sub- 
stitute a resolution for the appointment of the 
present officers, with the exception of Chap- 
lain, for which office Charles B. Ramsdell was 
named: Disagreed to without division. 

Mr. Holman’s resolution was agreed to, with 
an amendment offered by Mr. Springer of 
Illinois, for the appointment of William H. 
Milburn as Chaplain. The newly elected offi- 
cers were then sworn in. 

On motion of Mr. McMillin of Tennessee a 
resolution was adopted directing the Clerk to 
inform the President of the election of 
Speaker and Clerk. On motion of Mr. 
Biount of Georgia a resolution was 
adopted for the appointment of 
a committee of three members to joip asimilar 
committee on the part of the Senate to in- 
form the President that a quorum of both 
Houses was assembled and ready to receive 
any communication he may see fit to make. 

The Speaker appointed Messrs. Blount, 
Mills, and Reed as such committee, but sub- 
sequently stated that Mr. Mills would be un- 
able to serve and appointed Mr. Breckinridge 
of Kentucky in his place.

JOAQUIN MILLER’S SON A STAGE ROBBER. 


Joseph McKay Identified as the Offspring 
of the “ Poet of the Sierras.” 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 8.—Joseph Mc- 
Kay, who is in jail at Ukiah, Cal., charged 
with stage robbery, has been found to be the 
son of Joaquin Miller. His real name is 
Harry Miller. He is 22 years of age, and isa 
son of the poet by his first wife, Minnie Myr- 
tle. Nov. 15 the Ukiah and Eureka stage was 
halted nineteen miles from Ukiah by a masked 
man. The driver handed over the express 
box and the mail bags, then lashed his 
horses and dashed out of danger. Reach- 
ing Ukiah the stage driver told his 
story to the Sheriff, and the latter started on 
the trail. He found the empty treasure box. 
The Sheriff followed the trail to Hopeland 
and there learned that Miller had left four 
days prior to the stage robbery and returned 
there five days after the robbery. On search- 
ing a woodpile the Sheriff found a letter dated 
from the Hermitage, Oakland Heights, which 
is the home of Joaquin Miller, and signed 
“Your Brother, George Miller.“ The letter 
was addressed to Joseph McKay. 
The Sheriff followed the fugitive 
to Santa Rosa and arrested him. 
At the hotel Miller confessed and said he 
was hard up. He thought he would try stage 
robbing. Joaquin Miller himself does not 
have anything to do with the boy, who says he 
never was encouraged to go to school or to 
make anything of himself. He is credited 
with having served a sentence in the Portland, 
Ore., penitentiary for housebreaking.

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CHARLES F. CRISP, SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE OF — — 
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DEMAND RELIEF FROM THE CAR FAMINE. 


The National Transportation Association to 
Make a Fight in Congress. 

A war will be inaugurated on the railroads 
by the National Transportation Agsociation in 
Congress because of the present shortage of 
freight-cars. This association is composed of 
delegates from all the boards of trade, cham- 
bers of commerce, and other leading com mer- 
cial exchanges in the country. The three 
bodies in Chicago belonging to it are the 
Board of Trade, the Coal Exchange, and the 
Freight Bureau, the members of the latter 
being the heaviest shippers in Chicago, 

Representatives of this national association 
will appear before Congress and ask it to 
make a law compelling the railway companies 
to give a uniform bill of ladmg and to abide 
by a reciprocal car service, 

An officer of the National Association said: 
As it is now the railroads compel: the con- 
signee to pay $1 u day after the first forty- 
eight hours ig which he has not unloaded his 
goods. We want a law that will compel the 
railroads to pay a penalty for delays in trans- 
portation and delays in furnishing cars. Our 
railroads own the country and all its citizens. 
They have a half dozen bureaus, They dump 
their thousands of dollars into the bureaus, 
then shove the responsibility on the bureau 
and hire smooth, brainy men to run these 
bureaus, and neither a corporation nor an in- 
dividual can get any satisfaction outof them— 
neither by persuasion, nur threats, nor law. 
They have millions of dollars and the public 
may be—confounded. 

In Germany railroads are demgalied to 
have a schedule of prices to carry freight. 
Time and distance are the essence of the con- 
tract and penalties enforce it. Here there are 
no penalties against railroads. Let me show 
you how all the great merchants, farmers, 
and shippers of all kinds in the United States 
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“No carrier is bound to . by 
any particular train or vessel, or in time for any 
particular market, or otherwise than with as 
reasonable dispatch as its general business will 


permit. 

Every carrier shall have the right, in case of 
necessity, to forward said property by any rail- 
road or route between the point of shipment and 
the Recs to which the rate is given, 

o carrier is liable to loss or dam 
curring on its own road or its 
through route.” 


Under those clauses the shipper is liable 
to the carrier, but the carrier has exempted 
himself from all liability. We want a com- 
mon law liability. We are now working 
under a railroad tyranny. Cars shipped to 
Chicago from the East are delayed from five 
to ten days. We have no recourse. [If we 
leave our goods in the hands of the railroads 
we are liable to a penalty. There are no 
penalties for railroads. We are sick of this. 
Railroads are throttling the trade of the Na- 
tion. Railroads make the laws. Laws are all 
in their favor. 

„Two railroad men in New York are creat- 
ing the blockade in freight cars which may 
make a coal famine in Chicago. Our associa- 
tion will go to Congress and ask for a law to 
compel the railway companies to deal square- 
ly with shippers and citizens. We will prob- 
ably effect nothing, for the railroads own the 
Congressmen. But we will go to Washington 
and make a fight on them and mark the Con- 
gressmen who will show themselves to be the 
property of the railway corporations. Weill 
make a good fight whether we win or lose.“ 


NEW YORK’S UNIQUE FAIR EXHIBIT. 


A Superb Example of Colonial Architect- 
ure to Be Brought Here. 

New York, Dec. 8.—[Special.]—If the in- 
tentions of the World's Fair Commissioners 
for the State of New York are carried out, as 
doubtless they will be, the headquarters 
of the Empire State at Chicago will be one 
of the best there. The Commissioners pro- 
pose, if possible, to procure the old 
Van Rensselaer manor house at Albany, tear 
it down carefully, numbering each separate 
bit of stone and woodwork, .transfer it 
to Chicago, and reproduce its graceful 
proportions on the Fair grounds in 
Jackson Park. The house itself is today 
the most superb example of Colonial archi- 
tecture in the United States. It was built in 
1786, and was for years occupied by Stephen 
Van Rensselaer, the last “patron of the 
manor.“ While other States intend to 
erect in Chicago temporary. buildings that 
after a brief six months will be dismantled, 
the New York Commissionets. propose that 
the contribution of their State shall remain a 
perpetual reminder of the friendship that New 
York has for Illinois and of the bond 
of union that unites the ‘ forty-four sov- 
ereign States. Money alone could not have ob- 
tained this interesting relic of prerevolution- 
ary days for the purpose. It is still owned by 
the heirs of the Van Renaselaer family, the 
Thatchers of Boston. As it stands now in the 
heart of Albany it will have to be removed 
to make some extensive improvements in the 
continuing thoroughfares. The Order of the 
Sons of New York was to have preserved this 
historic dwelling. They will, however, offer 
no opposition to the plan of transferrmg it to 
Chicago, where 1t will prove one of the most 
interesting of all the buildings on the grounds.

Jan. 15 the Date Set for the Convening of 
the Solons on Gov. Francis’ Orders. 

Sr. Lovuts, Mo., Dee. 8.—'Special.]—As was 

telegraphed to Tus Tarpuns yesterday there 


will be a special session of the Missouri Leg- 


islature, called for Jan. 15, for the purpose of 
redistricting the territory that will be com- 
prised in the new Fifteenth Congressional 
District which Missouri gains under the new 
census and apportionment. Gov. Francis is 
in New York, and as soon as he returns to 
Jefferson City he will issue his proclamation 
for the special session. This will convene in 
the State Capitol Jan. 15, and the work of ar- 
ranging the new district will begin. 

At the regular session of the General As- 
sem bly which adjourned last March commit- 
tees were appointed in both Houses for this 
work, but the assembly adjaurned sine die, 
without either of the committees doing any- 
thing. When the special session meets it is 
expected that a joint committee will be ap- 
pointed to arrange the Congressional, State, 
Senatorial, and other boundaries according 
to the census lines. 

The new apportionment gives a Congres- 
sional Representative for every 178,901. Mis- 
souri gains an additional Congressman, and 
the Democrats, who control both branches of 
the Assembly by large majorities, are now 
figuring on the best redistricting plan. The 
main idea is, of course, to make the districts 
Democratic without impairing the prospects 
of any of the present districts. Plans of all 
kinds have been presented, and when the As- 
sembly gets together it is expected that every 
other Senator and Representative will have a 
map to show how the work should be done. 

According to the population of the present 
districts the Seconda, Third, Fifth, Sixth, 
Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, Twelfth, 
Thirteenth, and Fuurteenth Districts run over 
the basis, while the First, Fourth, and Seventh 
run below it. All fourteen districts are now

JOHN J. DOYLE WANTS His PARENTS. 


He Ran Away Years Ago and Does Not 
Know the Way Back Howe. . 

John J. Doyle, a barber at the Palmer

SPEAKER CRISP AND THE TARIFF. 

The appointment of the Committee on 
Ways and Means by the new Speaker will 
throw some additional light on his policy re" 

garding the tariff question, At present his 
position is not specially pleasing to the free- 
traders of the Democratic party. In his brief 
speech made just after his nomination he 
said: 


I beg to say to you that there is in our party to 
day no man who more earnestly believes in the 
Democratic doctrine of tariff reform than I do. 

“Tariff reform” is at the best an am- 
biguous phrase and it is peculiarly unmeaning 
in this case, because Mr, Crisp has not stated 
what he would like to have his party do this 
winter in order to define its position. Mr. 
Mills said that he wished a general tariff bill 
introduced. Mr. Springer proposed that sev- 
eral small bills be sent up to the Senate. Mr, 
Crisp simply referred inquiring friends to his 
past record—his vote for the Mills and against 
the McKinley bill and a speech in which he 
favored free salt, cotton ties, and bagging 
and reduced duties on woolens and cottons. 
He has not said that he would favor the intro- 
duction and passage of a bill by the House to 
make these changes in the tariff. 

According to the junior Democratic organ 
of this city Mr. Crisp had 

Not only the active but the exceedingly zealous 
aup of men who are known to be undemo- 
cratic with respect to the tariff—in fact, extreme 
protectionists, such as Mr. Dana of thd New York 
Sun. 

Majah Jones of the Republic says: 

The contest in the caucus was more prolongod 
and obstinate than was expected, and it presented 
many interesting features. None was more inter- 
esting, however, or more suggestive than Senator 
Gorman in the Speaker’s room directing and en- 
couraging the protectionist raid on the Demo- 
cratic party. He was Crisp’s chief lieutenant, in 
direst command of the coalition forces. 8 

And the Baltimore American speaking of 
the result of the contest says: 

It was a square fight between Cleveland and 
free trade on the one side and men of moderate 
tariff views in the Democratic party, led by Sen- 
ator Gorman, on the other. Cleveland lost. and 
his political prestige is probably gone. while Sen- 
ator Gorman won and will dictate the nominee of 
the party next year, if, indeed, he does not be- 
come the standard-bearer himself. which at present 
appears to depend entirely upon his inclinations, 

After making all due allowance for the sup- 
port which Crisp received because he was be- 
lieved to be more in favor of doing something 
regarding free coinage than Mills, it is un- 
questionable that Mr. Cleveland and the free. 
trade wing of the party have met with a seri- 
ous setback, which no one would have dreamed 
of two months ago. At that time it was be- 
lieved that Mr. Mills, though far more ultra 
in the expression of his sentiments than he 
was after the Ohio election, would have com- 
paratively little difficulty in being nominated. 
The“ campaign of education was being act- 
ively conducted then. 

Last month's elections put an end to that 
campaign. The Democratic leaders droppea 
free trade and began racing back to their 
platforms of 1884 and 1888, which declare that 
the higher wage scale of the American work- 
ingman must not be legislated against. Mr. 
Crisp made the best speed in the race, and 
won thus the special favor of the protectionists 
in his party and of the expediency men, who 
care nothing about tariffa but a great deal 
about the offices. __. 


AMERICAN GUNS AND ARMOR, 

The annual report of Commodore Folger, 
Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy pays ample compliment to 
American skill in arming and armoring our 
new vessels. The expenses of the bureau for 
the next fiscal year are estimated at $4,780,291, 
of which amount $4,186,250 will be expended 
upon the new armaments. To arm the new 
vessels will require 347 guns, ranging from 
four to thirteen inches caliber, and an experi- 
ment is to be made with a gun of sixteen 
inches, as guns of that caliber may yet be 
needed. The tests of smokeless powder have 
been so satisfactory that it is now believed to 
be practical to use it in all calibers of six 
inches and below. The report says also: It 
is the burean’s intention to recommend the 
adoption of a relatively short gun of large

It has been demonstrated that we 
can build our own vessels and have them pure- 
ly American in cornstrvction and superior to 
anything of their class in the world, that we 
have the strongest and most enduring armor- 
plate, and that we are not dependent upon. 
Europe any longer for our heavy guns. The 
work of securing armor and armament of the 
highest and most improved class has kept 
pace with the construction of vessels in which 
they are to be used. We are manifestly on 
the way to a first-class navy. 


MORE CARS WANTED. 

The unusual activity in city and country, 
due in large part to the gathering of big crops 
in the West, the surplus from which is wanted 
at the East and in Europe, has developed a 
provoking scarcity of rolling stock on the 
transportation lines. Cars cannot be supplied 
as fast as wanted, The wheat of the North- 
west has for three months past been pressed 


upon the railroads far in excess of their“ 


ability to move it. The other small cereals 
have also moved with unwonted freedom, and 
now the vast corn crop is getting ready for a 
market. For two or three weeks holders of 
corn in the country have been crying out for 
cars, and each day adds to the number of 
those who are unable to get the transportation 
they want. The hog crop is a big one, too, 
and the receipts in this city last month were 
nearly 20 per cent greater than those of the 
corresponding time m 1890, The return 
traffic has also been much heavier, the in- 
creasing prosperity of the farmers who had 
an abundance to sell at high prices permitting 
them to become better customers of the mer- 
chants m city and country. Similar eon 
ditions are observable locally in Chicago. 
The increased activity outside, joined to the 
busy preparation for the World’s Fair, has 
taxed its interior transportation facilities to 
the utmost, and many thousands each day find 
it difficult to obtain even standing-room on the 
street-cars. Now there is another menace. 
The pressure, joined to a strike at the Indiana 
mines, has caused the deliveries of coal to be 
small in proportion to the wants of the people, 
and some of them are talking about the possi- 
bility of a coal famine the coming winter. 

This is the way the steam railroads are al- 
ways caught on occasions of unusual demand 
for their services. It was so on the movement 
of the big.corn crop two years ago. They 
* could not begin to supply the demand for 
cars, and if the winter had been other than 6 
mild one it would have developed a vast 
amount of suffermg for want of sufficient fuel 
by persons who could afford to pay reason- 
able prices for it. The average railroad is fur- 
nished with enough cars. and locomotives to 
permit the transaction ofa fair amount of 
business—not more than that. The managers 
are averse to the procuring of a lot of rolling 
stock which may lie idle alarge part of the 
time for aught they can tell to the contrary, 
and that is why an unusual pressure for trans- 
portation facilities always finds them unpre- 
pared to meet it. The difficulty is increased 
by the lack of facilities for unloading and for 
switching one lot of cars out of the way of 
another, which results in what is technically 
known as a blockade, a considerable percent- 
age of the rolling stock béing held full on 
side-tracks for many days in succession just 
at the time it is most badly needed for active 
transfer of property from one part of the 
country to some other. Occasionally, as now, 
the trouble is intensified by the refusal of 
some lines to allow their cars to travel oa 
other routes, thus necessitating the delay of 
transfer to different cars direct or through the 
medium of an elevator of a great deal of prop- 
erty that would otherwise have passed along 
the entire route without change of cars. 

it is of no use to waste time in grumbling 
at the present delay. There may be a few 
cases of inefficiency, but the great majority of 
the lines interested are doing their best to 
meet the responsibilities of the situation with 
the facilities at their command. They all 
want to secure the greatest attainable amount 
of business, because that means the maximum 
revenue, The best pressure would be that 
brought to bear on the officials to make great- 
er provision for the needs of the future so that 
this trouble may not be repeated. They 
should be made to appreciate the necessity of 
increasing their facilities to keep pace with 
the development of the country, which some 
of them do not. The oft recurrence of these 
conditions shows that they are all the time 
hampered with the fear that the pressure is 
not to be repeated, that the crops have 
reached their greatest quantity for all time to 
come, and that the carriers will never again be 
called upon to perform so thuch service. They 
have been so often mistaken that it should be 
about time for them to see the error of their 
too conservatiye policy and prepare a little 
more liberally for the inevitable expansion of 
business requirements in the years to come.

The 
bucket-shop customer pays in his money act- 
ually as a bet, if not ostensibly as one. His

Mrs, Laura’ V. Appleton, Daughter of the 
Late -Tobacto Manufacturer, John An- 
derson, Sues for a Fifth Interest in the 
Plaza Hotel, Alleging That Certain Per- 
sous Took Advantage of Her Father's 
Mental Unsoundness~The Bari of Aber- 
deen Says Home Rule Is Coming. 


V. Appleton’s suit against the New York Life 
Insurance.company and others for a one-fifth 
interest in the Plaza Hotel, at Fifty-ninth 
street and Fifth avenue, is on trial before 
Justice Patterson of the Supreme Court. 

Mrs. Appleton is the wife of Edward J. Ap- 
pleton and the daughter of the millionaire to- 
bacco manufacturer, John Anderson. Ander- 
son kept a cigar store st Broadway and 
Thomas street in 1841.

INTERESTING ADDRESS. 


He Talks of Christianity and What Is Best 
for It at the Banquet of the Presbyte- 
rian Social Union-—The Difference Be- 
tween Heart and Brain Compared to the 
Difference Between Heat and Light— 
The Effect of Each Described—Namer of 
Some of Those Who Were Present. 

% Heart versus Brains as a Means of Evan- 
gelizing the World” was the theme of a pow- 
erful and witty address given by the Rev. C. 
H. Parkhurst before the Presbyterian Social 
Union banquet last evening. 

This banquet, which is the first of five to be 


held this winter, took place in the banquet- 


room of the Palmer House. Thomas Kane, 
the President. of the union, presided. Four 
hundred people partook of a substantial sup- 
per. At the head table were seated the Rev. 
Dr. and Mrs. C. H. Parkhurst, the Rev. Dr. 
John L. Withrow, Mrs. Brewster, the Rev. 
and Mrs. M. Wovlsey Stryker, the Rev. Dr. 
and Mrs. J: H. Barrows, President and Mrs. 
Roberts of Lake Forest, Mr. and Mrs. George 
L. Bissell, Mr. and Mrs. L. W. Bodman, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Kane. 

The orator of the evening was the Rev. Dr. 
C. H. Parkhurst, who for twelve years has 
been pastor of the Madison Square Presbyte- 
rian Church of New York City. Dr. Park- 
hurst h@s been recently characterized by Dr. 
H. M. Field, editor of the Kvangelist, as 
probably the most. profound and original 
mind in the American pulpit since the days of 
Horace Bushnell.“ He was graduated from 
Amherst in 1871, and after two years of 
theological study in Leipsic, Germany, was 
made pastor of the Presbyterian Church at 
New Lennox, Mass, His bold originality, his 


. eloquence, and his disregard of the narrower 


creed limitations have earned for him a 
at fame in the East. Few churches in 
ew York City surpass his in wealth and size. 
Besides his sermons he has published several 
books, most prominent among which are 
“The Pattern on the Mount, The Blind 
Man's Creed, and Three Gates on a Side.“ 
The latter, a caustic denunciation of the re- 
cent heresy trials and dogfnatic disputes, has 
created a widespread interest. 
His address last night, an abridgment of 
which follows, was a powerful plea for more 
love and less dogma in the churches.

That is the 
way theology was made 1.800 years ago. Only it 
was not thought of as theology in our sense of the 
term. We never call a religious truth theology 
till a part of the vitals are out of it and the 
blood in it is well curdied. : 

Theology is religious truth treated anatomically. 
A man can be an acute theologian and as dry 
as a bone. Intellectual dexterity cannot deal 
with truth. Truth has a heart, and only heart 
can tind it. is truth’s y in which the 
warm currents of truth’s blood no longer 
circulate. All the theology that is in the 
church today is in the Epistles, but it isn’t there 
as theology. So all the bone dust in our grave- 
yards today was once in society, but it was not 
there as bone dust. [Lauchter.] 

St. Paul had no creed but his own discernment 
of truth, and if a man has that creed he needs no 
other, andif he has it notit is doubtful if any 
other will do him any good. There is to me 
something intolerably grotesque in the present 

ture of our own great Presbyterian Church, 
nt as it is to cold, consecutive calculation, to 
the task of mechanicaHy repairing and paddi 
and abbreviating and patching an expression o 
250-year-old Westminster enthusiasm. There is 
that ingredient of cobble and tinker about it that 
makes it to be no more like gy creation than 
manufacturing wax flowers is like blossoming. 

It is heat that makes the world a live world 
and not light. It is heart that composes the core 
of Christianity and not head. God so loved the 
world that he gave his only son that whosoever 
believeth in him shouldnot perish but have ever- 
lasting life.“ It was love and not thought; heat 
and not light; heart and not head. 

The at trouble with the Presbyterian Church 
today is that it is brainy and one of the best 
things that could happen to it would be to have 
50 per cent of its brain taken out and made into 
heart.

VIEWS OF DR, PARKHURST. 


He Talks of the Proposed Revision of the 
Westminater Confession. 

The Rev. Dr. C. H. Parkhurst, who ad- 
dressed thé Presbyterian Social Union last 
evening, has been the guest of his brother-in- 
law, L. W. Bodman, at the residence of the 
latter, No. 9 Astor street. He was given a 
luncheon yesterday afternoon at the Union 
League club by F. H. Revell, Volney W. Fos- 
ter, and others. 

When asked by a Txisunz reporter his 
views on the proposed revision of the West- 
minster Confession of Faith, he said: 

„I don’t believe that the old Confession of 
Faith should be patched up or revised, but 
that it should be stowed away among the 
archives of the church as a relic of medieval 
theology. To take its place an entirely new 
Confession should be formulated. The new 
one should be divested of all the non-essentials 
which have caused so much disptte. It should 
be a simple, direct statement of the funda- 
mentals of our belief, so worded that the com- 
monest people could understand it. Instead 
of being 124 pages in length, I would like to 
see it two pages long. 

Do you believe in the doctrine of predes- 
tination and forordination?”’ 

I believe that God is sovereign and that he 
directs men’s lives. 

Are heathen saved who have never 
heard of Christianity?“ 

Tes, I think some of them are; but, as I 
said before, these things are non-essentials, 
and it is idle for man to speculate as to the 
probable action of a Sovereign Deity.” 

After the old Westminster Confession is 
laid aside would you advocate its use for in- 
struction in theological seminaries ?”’ 

No, I would lay it aside altogether.”

THE INDIANS ARE NOT DANGEROUS. 


Reports of Trouble in Montana Have Been 
Much Exaggerated in Transit. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Dec. 8.—Gen. Merritt this 
afternoon sent his aide-de-camp, Lieut. Oscar 
J. Brown, First Cavalry, out to Tongue 
River Agency, in Montana, to investigate 
the reported Indian trouble and report to him. 
No serious trouble is anticipated and the 
troops have merely been sent out as a pre- 
cautionary measure. 

Reports from Miles City, Mont., are that 
three settlers came in from Tongue River and 
said that the Indians have noticed the survey- 
ors at work locat claims and have been 
fully informed of t meaning by an old 

uaw man named Bert Rowland. They de- 
clare that white men shall not hold ranches 
within the reservation. Since the esca 
of the Indian charged with killing, the 
other Indians have been as ugly as usual after 
an arrest or an attempt. While they are in a 
most threatening mood, no actual hostilities 
have occurred. A number of troops are now 
at the reservation. 


[The reports telegraphed from Montana of an 
expected outbreak among the Cheyennes are not 
given a great deal of credence at army head- 
quarters in Chicago. Capt. Eli L. Huggins, who 
has spent many years among the Cheyennes. 
says this tribe has not more than 300 able 
bodied men in it, and that at this time they 
would scarcely resolve to go on the warpath. The 
department has been aware for some time, how- 
ever, that the Cheyennes were dissatisfied with 
the government for allowing settlers to remain 
on their reservation, An earnest protest on their 
part was expected, but nothing more.] 


IN DEFENSE OF THE IOWA RATES, 


The Hawkeye Railroad Commissioners Say 
the Decreased Tariff Works Well. 

Des Mornes, Ia., Dec. 8.—[Special.}|—The 
annual report of the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners was filed today. Aside from 
statistical matter and a review of the decisions 
of the board and the litigation in which it has 
been engaged, the report is largely taken up 
with a defense of the Iowa railway laws and 
an argument to show that the Commissioners’ 
rates have been beneficial alike to the rail- 
roads and to the public. Concerning the 
effect of the Commissioners’ rates on the 
roads, the report says: 

The Commissioners’ rates have now been in ef- 
fect since Feb. 3, 1889, and while they materially 
reduce the published tariff rates of that date, 
yet experience shows a steady increase in tonnage 
and revenues on roads doing business in lowa un- 
der the operation of said rates. The fiscal year 
1889 showed a net increase of 346.233 tons over 
1885; 1890 of 3.560, 000 tons over 1889, and 1891 of 
1,396,000 tons over 1890. The result in earnings is 
even more marked. While for the years 1557, 


188, and 1889 there was a steady ease in 
the revenue on Iowa business under the rates 
fixed by the railroads, yet since the legal rates 
have been in force there has been a marked im- 
provoment and a steady increase in the revenues 
of nearly all roads in the State, the aggregate 
earnings of lowa business climbing from 147, 
399 in 1889 to $43,102,899 in 1891. 

The Commissionérs recommend supple- 
mental legislation on the joint rate question, 
tine present law being ignored, and think that 
greater authority must be given to the State 


and the Inter-State Commission in order to 


meet the growing sentiment in favor of State 
ownership.

The Rev. W. E. Sillence, who died Monday 
evening at his residence, No. 901 West Twelfth 
street, had a varied and interesting career.

On the 
death of. his mother he came to Canada and 
the Young Men’s Christian Association en- 
gaged him to assist in evangelistic work. 
Several months later he became a Co ga- 
tional minister. His wife failing in th he 
was obliged to come to the United States. He 
spent many years in frontier settlements 
organizing and building churches. In 1888 he 
came to Chicago and assumed the pastorate 
of the Union Tabernacie Church, In 1890 he 
accepted a call from the Congregational 
Church at Roberts, III. He returned to Chi- 
cago in January last, and was attacked by the 
grip. This was followed by nervous prostra- 
tion, and for the last six months he has been 
confined to his bed. He has been instrumental 
in organizing thirteen churches in Canada, 
Michigan, and I[llinois.

Baseball differs from any business under the 
sun, While a league is a sort of partnership and 
its members must pull together in a measure for 
the common good they must also cross each other 
for their individual advancement.

The Pull- 
man company at that time desired to have tne 
entire management of the cars, but the rail- 
road company insisted upon retaining an in- 
terest, and hence an agreement was entered 
into whereby the Pullman company leased to 
thecomplainant company a three-fourths in- 
terest in the cars, the Pullman company re- 
serving the other fourth. It was agreed that 
the Pullman company should have entire con- 
trol and management of the cars, equipping 
them, employing all help, etc., and that the 
profits should be shared in proportion to the 
respective holdings. It was also provided that 
if the St. Paul road desired any of the cars to 
be replaced it should pay three-fourths of the 
cost, with 10 per cent added. Under this 
agreement the Pullman company furnished 
twenty-seven cars in 1882 and aftefwards 
eighteen more, making forty-five in all, 

A clause in the agreement also permitted 
the railway company to terminate its contract 
at the end of five, eight, eleven, or fifteen 
years by the purchase of the defendant’s in- 
terest, and accordingly in November,. 1890, 
the St. Paul road notitied the Pullman com- 
pony that it would terminate the agreement.

Fxtension of the Rock Island,

Sec. 1,121 provides that after the applicant has 
submitted his plans and specitications if any 
question should arise between the Commissioner 
of Buildings and the owner or architect of the 
building, or should the owner or architect object 
to any decision of the Commissioner, the matter

It is evident from their ordinances that the Coun- 
cil, recognizing the im ibility of foreseeing 
and providing for all the future changes of con- 
struction, has not endeavored to pass ordinances 
to apply’ to every possible form of construction 
that might be devised, but has necessarily vested 
a certain discretion in the Commissioner of 
Buildings. 

In conclusion, in answer to whether you have 
the right to issue a permit for a building of this 
character and the requisite authority in the 
premises, I would state that you have the right to 
issue the same if you believe that a buil of 
this character is construvted upon a sound plan. 
is safe, healthful, and is not in direct conflict with 
the ordinances. 

From the examination I have been able to make 
I have not found any ordinances which prohibit or 
are necessarily in conflict with the desigu of this 
building.

made and formal charges are threatened against 
said officers concerning the action of the police 
force under their command the night in qnestion, 
It would, therefore, be manifestiy unfair in me to 
compel or permit said officers to answer ques- 
tions before the parties who are sponsors for 
the charges and at whose suggestion these 
officers are sought to examined. 
lf, as is charged, said officers have either violated 
the rules of the Police Department, exceeded the 
instructions given them, or trespassed upon the 
rights of citizens, formal ‘and specific charges 
should be preferred against them upon which 
they may be tried in accordarice with the rules 
provided for that purpose. In the meantime I 
will be glad to personally furnish your committee 
with such information touching the matter it has 
been appointed to examine as may be compatibie 
with the interests of the public service, and would 
ask you to make inquiries concerning the same in 
writing and as specific as possible. 

Mr. Cox thought the letter was equal to a 
confession that the police had no defense. He 
claimed that the Superintendent, at the 
Auditorium conference, agreed to have the 
officers present to testify and attempted to 
prove the correctness of his statement by re- 
ferring to the notes of his stenographer, but 
the latter could not find any such promise.

The Erie Denounced by Eastern and Praised 
by Western Lines. | 

The action of the Erie railway in lifting 
boycott against the Alton and resuming the 
payment of commissions and the interchange 
of traffic with the Alton was the general talk 
yesterday in Eastern and Western passenger 
circles in this city. It was generally admitted 
that the boycott is as dead as a door nail, and 
that nothing the Board of Rulings may do can 
avert an immediate breaku» of the anti-com- 
mission cr e. 

The General Passenger Agents of most of 
the Eastern lines were bitter in their denun- 
ciation of the Erie’s action, and claimed that, 
if that road remained steadfast, the crusade 
against the Alton and the commission system 
would have proved a success in the end. As it 
was they considered it useless to carry on the 
war any longer. : 

The General Passenger Agents of the West- 
ern roads, on the other hand, seemed to be 
pleased that the end of the boycott had come, 
as anumber of them had stood ready for 
some time past to withdraw from the agree- 
ment with the Eastern lines, having come to 
the conclusion that the boycott, as conducted 
by the Eastern lines, was simply a farce and 
that to prolong it would simply heip the Alton 
and inflict injury only upon the other lines. 

It is understood that all the Eastern — 
with the exception of the Vanderbilt 
Pennsylvania lines, wes have all ogee peen 
bitterly opposed to payment of commis- 
sions, vi follow the example of the Erie. The 
Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania lines, it us be- 
lieved, will not allow their agents to receive 
commissions, and they may make an arrange- 
ment with a few of their Western connections 
whereby the latter will ges all the business on 
condition that they refrain from paying com- 
missions to agents of their liaes. These roads 
are so strong that they can take such action 
without fear of losing their business through 
the efforts of the commussion-paying roads. 

The Alton people are highly ela over the 
favorable turn of affairs, but declined to make 
any statements for publication except 
they did not care how lung the boycott was 
continued, as it had been of great benefit to 
their roads.

CHINESE MAFIAS IN CALIFORNIA. 


An Organization of Assassins That the Law 
Is Powerless to Suppress. ; 

San Francisco Chronicle: There is quite a 
striking analogy between the Italian Mafia, 
as it is commonly understood, and the Chinese 
Tong, or organization of cutthroats, murder- 
ers, and highbinders, in this city. The chief 
point of difference is that the subdivisions of 
the Matia are not at constant war with each 
other, while the Tongs have deadly feuds con- 
tinually on foot, and generally select their 
victims from among their rivals. 

The question of these organizations of as- 
sassins in the heart of a civilized community 
like ours has grown to be a serious one. We 
know, in a general way, that each Tong is 
bound canner by oaths which its members 
dare not break; its purpose is erime of 
the deepest dye; that it shelters its members 
by every artifice which Chinese cunning can 
devise, and that it sets at defiance the laws of 
the land; but here our knowledge on the sub- 
ject ends. We do not know the motives 
which underlie the frequent inurders, not do 
we seem to know how to break up these Tongs 
or put an end to their career of crime. | 
The suggestion has been made, and it is 
worth considering, that an indictment for 
criminsl conspiracy would lie against an en- 
tire Tong or society whose members were 
known or believed to have been guilty of mur- 
der. So far as we can know anything about 
the secret workings of organizations 
there is ample reason to believe that the mur- 
ders are committed after full discussion and 
the murderer sel by his society and 
structed as to how and when ne shall do hii 
deadly work. If this be true there is certain! 

a criminal conspiracy 1 every one 
these highbinder murders, the whole 86- 
ciety is hable to indictment. 

Such a wholesale attack upon these seeret 
societies would do much to break them up. 
As it is now they care very little if one 
their number happens to fall into the clu | 
of the law. They have plenty of. assassifis 
left and one more or less makes no difference 
to the Tong. If, however, the whuie Tong 
were indicted the Chinese would believe that 
the officers of the law were in earnest it 
would work a change in their system of get- 
ting rid of those who were inimical to them.
